Warns House of Cideiniee Not 
to Expect Much From 


LONDON, Deé. 13.—The British 
Government will investigate the rea- 
sons for the British reverse on the 
southern end of the Cambrai salient. 
This was the assurance given by An- 
drew Bonar Law, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in answering criticisms 
of military operations in the House 
of Commons yesterday, Bonar Law 
gaid the Government’s information 
was that rumors concerning the 
Cambrai operations were exaggefat- 
ed greatly, and he had been tempted 
to warn the House that nothing in 
the shape of a ‘déciszive result was 
expected from: that operation. 

On the night in question, or early 
in the morning; Bonar Law said, the 
Germans:.-made different attacks 
upon the British Cambrai forces. The 
drnailest of these attacks having re- 
gard to the numbers engaged was 
on the part of the front where, ow- 
ing to surprise;.the Germans wers 
ablé to break through. The two 
other attacks by larger forces were 
repelled — great loss to the en- 
émy. 

Falk Report Ordered. — 

y The moment the Cabinet received 
an account of the attack, the Chan- 
cellor added; ‘they felt: there ‘was 
something needed in explanation and 
the first thing the Cabinet did was 
to send instructions to Field Marshal 
Haig to givée a full report on all :that 
had happened. The idea was. that 
the. Government, if it was revealed 
that a soldier in any position was 
not capable of fulfilling his duties, 
would not kéep him in his position. 
It is not easy for a civilian .with the 
best information to judge the quali- 
fications of.a soldier @nd also the 
Governmient tiust largely be guided 
by the experts.

He 
added that 4n one village where 
transports were being ufiloaded the 
Germans walked down the stréet beée- 
fore the British were aware that 
they had penetrated the linés. 

Bonar Law said the British move- 
ments in Mesopotamia and Palestine 
were by no means movements of 
conquest. The British had to defend 
the position in Egypt, and often the 
best defense was attack, as had been 
shown in this case... He was unable 
to give information of the future op- 
erations around Saloniki, but it was 
absolutely certain that but for the 
British forces at Salonikt, the Ger- 
mans would have been in possession 
of Greece and the Balkan Peninsula. 

British Took Most Ground. 

Majot-General F. B. Maurice dis- 
cussed the Cambrai operations with 
the Associated Press yesterday as 
follows: 

“The final results showed the 
British gained in the amount of ter-! 
ritory taken. The British and Ger- 
mans are about even in the number 
of guns captured, with the total 
slightly in favor of the British in 
heavy guns. The British also are 
slightly ahead {nthe number of pris- 
oners. 

“The effect of the German attack 
on the British has been a  disap- 
pointment in England, the feeling 
being that the enemy has neutralized 
the effect of the whole British suc- 
cess by the break through on a com-~ 
paratively small area in the south. 
This is the first reverse on the Brit- 
ish front since 1615. 

“It is still too early to try to give 
the reasons for the German break 
through. Their success was won on | 
an old line established for many | 
nronths.’’

UNION ELECTRIC ADJUSTMENT 
OPPOSED BY REALTY MEN 


An application of the Union Elec-' 
tric Light and Power Co. to the Mis- 
sourl Public Service Commission for 
permission to readjust its rates for 
heating buildings by steam, was op- 
posed before the commission at the 
Planters Hotel this morning by at- 
torneys representing many realty and 
building companies, on the ground 
that the commission had no jurisdic- 
tion. The readjustment proposed an 
increase in rates. 

The attorneys argued that the 
Union Electric had no franchise for 
a steam-héating plant, and that por- 
tion of its business was conducted as 
a private concern and not as a pub- 
lic service corporation. They com- 
pared the business with that of the 
manufacture of coke by & gas com- 
pany. 

After hearing arguments for more 
than an hour, the commission decid- 
ed to proceed with the hearing and 
to pass on the question of jurisdic-| 
tion later. On application of the ob- 
jectors, the hearing was continued 10 
days to permit them to apply to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of prohibi- 
tion to prevent the commission from 
hearing the application,

Magnates Also Agree to Set 
Aside Day for Clark Grif- 
fith’s, Fund .Next Year. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Owners of 
clubs in the National League. gath- 
ered for the second session of their 
yearly meeting at the Waldorf yes- 
terday, discussed about everything 
known to baseball, but reached no 
definite conclusion on questions of 
outstanding moment, although they 
transacted an immense amount of 
routine business. 

It was the sense of the meeting, 
however, that a full schedule of 154 
games be played, but no definite 
vote was taken on this or the reduc- 
tion of the player Nmit, because of 
the contemplated joint meeting of 
the two major leagues m Chicago 
tomorrow. 

All day long President Tener and 
his associates waited for some word 
from the American League, in ses- 
sion at Chicago, in answer to tho 
message sent on Tuesday evening as 
to the change of the date arranged 
by August Herrmann with Ban John- 
son for this joint gathering. 


New World’s Series Plans. 


The owners of the National League 
wondered why no answer came, but 
in justice to them it must be record- 
ed that they hustled while they won- 
dered and waited, and as suggested 
before, talked of everything from the 
late lamented Federal League to tho 
plaintive cries of the tottering Inter- 
national League. Nothing was skipped 
in between. 

The most important action, per- 
haps, had to do with a new plan for 
a wider distribution of the share of 
the players in the world’s series. The 
National League put itself on record 
in favor of a plan devised by Presi- 
dent Tener which would give the 
players of every club, except the one 
which finishes last, some share in 
the rich spoils. 

Heretofore 60 per cent of the re- 
ceipts of the first four games of the 
world’s series has been distributed at 


the two contending teams. In recent 
years the winners have averaged 
about $3800 and the losers $2600. 
Under the new plan an added per- 
centage would go to the players in 
the first four games, with the win- 
ners assured of $2500 and the losers 
of $1600 and the balance distributed 
on a percentage basis to the players 
on the other teams of both leagues. 


This would give, say $400 to each 
player on the clubs which finish sec- 
ond, $300 te each player on the clubs 
which finish third, and so on down 
to about $50 to each player on the 
clubs which finish seventh. 

The purpose of this is to stimulate 
keener competition for places below 
the top, through the closing days of 
each season. The players will have 
the stimulus of extra money for the 
higher they get in the league race 
and there would be some reason for 
as keen a struggle to lané feurth as 
to land second or third, as every 


, higher notch would mean an extra 


slice of the world’s seris melon. 


The Américan League and the Na- 
tional Commission also must approve 
this plan before it can be adopted, 
but in any case the National League 
club owners put themselves on reéc- 
ord in favor of the plan.

“Many of the municipal players, | 
either do’ not know the rules or do} 
not want to know them. It stands ito 
reason that no one can become pro- 
ficient in any game, especially soc- 
cer, if he does not take the trouble | 
to study the rules thoroughly. 

“My greatest trouble tn referreeing 
games in the park circuit this season 
has ‘been caused because of fouls. 
Most of the kickers figure they are 
not commiting a foul, even when they 
are; Of course, there are many 
fouls a referee qverlooks in ordér not | 
to waste too much time, but then 
when he does cali them, the players 
of the offending team are always 
there with a kick. 

‘In all the contests that I have} 
officiated in, I have found that the 
men think they can check a man, 
when the ball is coming to him. Now 
the rules expressly state that check.’
